“Don't overwork your storage bat­ 
tery,’' is a maxim that rould be adopt­ 
ed by a large number of those -who 
drive electrically equipped cars.

least that is the opinion of Mr. G. 
F. Conger, of the

expert battery service stations of the 
Willard Sot rage Battery company.

But One Per Cent of Sanctioned Race 


Receipts Would Do It Amply. 
That some definite plan should bo 
put into eflect that will provide for 
the care of race drivers and riding 
mechanics, injured in the regularly 
sanctioned events of the season, is 
the belief of Chief Engineer Ray Har- 
roun, of the Maxwell Motor company. 
Mr. Harroun suggests that a direct 
path to such an end would be the es­ 
tablishment of 
national 
insurance 
fund comprised of one per cent of 
the gross receipts 
of 
the 
various 
meetings, this fund to be administer­ 
ed by a commission, representing the 
drivers, mechanics and promoters, as j 
well as the entrants in the various 
meetings. 
» 
The cost of accident insurance for 
racing men is so high as to make it 
virtually prohibitive. 
Vital statistics 
in this line are still based on tile 
hazards of many years ago. 
At present, participants are com­ 
pelled to waive, with their entry, any 
right to recover damages as the re­ 
sult cf their competition. 
In the ab­ 
sence of any organization represent­ 
ing their rights, drivers and mechan­ 
ics conform invariably to this cus­ 
tom. As a result, injury has, in many 
cases, thrown the victim on his own 
resources for a long period, during 
which he is without earning capacity. 
“My former team-mate, Joe Daw­ 
son, hasn’t been able to drive in a 
race since he was hurt at Indianapolis 
a year ago,” declares Harroun. “Two 
years ago, Jack Tower went to the 
hospital for a long stay, in similar 
circumstances. 
Both these men are 
practically well again, and both were 
able to command good care, in which 
detail they were more fortunate than 
many other drivers and mechanics.” 
“Any veteran racing man can name 
cases where men either died or re­ 
main crippled today through their in­ 
ability to pay for expert attention, 
after injury. 
In some cases, hospital 
expenses have been paid through a 
collection, taken by other drivers and 
mechanics.” 
The percentage suggested by Mr. 
Harroun should, in the belief of ex­ 
perienced racing men, be ample to 
care for all hospital 
expenses. 
It 
would undoubtedly in time create a 
fund large enough to serve as an en­ 
dowment, from which sums could a1-. 
so be paid to dependent relatives of 
drivers or mechanics who lose their 
lives in the precarious sport of auto­ 
mobile racing. 
Undoubtedly the first racing organ­ 
ization to announce such a provision 
will provide an opening wedge for 
general recognition of 
some

the 
Oise, 
working on a new opera when the 
Germans invaded the department. 
“There are five bullets there,” he 
had said to a friend a few days be­ 
fore the arrival of the enemy, show­ 
ing an automatic pistol. 
“Four for 
the Germans if they break into my 
premises—the fifth for myself.” 
The morning when the Uhlans were 
in the vicinity 
Magnard 
barricaded 
the gates to the park and 
the en­ 
trances to his house, where he had 
retired alone with his son-in-law, Mon­ 
sieur Croton. A detachment of thirty 
Fhlans came soon after, demolishing 
the gates, invaded the grounds and 
began to force the doors. 
Magnard 
rushed to a window and fired two 
shots. 
Two Uhlans fell and the rest 
fled. 
Later the detachment of Uhlans re­ 
turned to the park, and fearing that 
the occupants of the house were well 
armed, decided to burn the composer 
out.

Paris, May 29.—“Kommandantur,” 


the Belgian war comedy drama, based 
on the German occupation 
of 
Brus­ 
sels, after a successful debut iii Lon­ 
don, made a doubtful success in Paris 
and has now been condemned to an 
early withdrawal by the prefect of po­ 
lice. 
It is the appearance of German 
uniforms on tile stage that constitutes 
the principal French objection to the, 
piece. The critics find another in the thousands 
attempt to mix comedy and drama. 
A revival of the piece is promised af­ 
ter the War. 
“La Priere duns la Nuit,” by Mon­ 
sieur Noziere, is another war drama 
in which espionage is the basis of the 
plot, and which, like the “ Komman­ 
dantur,” ends iii violent and 
tragic 
justice to the enemies of Belgium and 
France. 
“Colette Baudoche,” taken from the 
novel of the same name, by Maurice 
Barres, is not a play of the war, but 
is timely as showing the conditions in 
Lorraine before the war and the con­ 
flict between the native inhabitants 
and the German immigres. 
All of these pieces have ardent crit­ 
ics for the reason that each of them 
treats dangerous subjects 
and 
lays 
bare the irritations to which France 
has been, or still is, subjected. 
The 
only successful theatrical production 
since the opening are the traditional 
“Revues” in which the poignant is sac­ 
rificed to the simply patriotic and in 
which wit is given full play.

Richmond, Va., May 29.—The Con­ 


federate Memorial Institute, known as 
the Baltic Abbey, bas been opened 
for inspection in connection with the 
United Confederate Veterans* reunion, 
which is to be held here June I to 3. 
The institute forms 
an 
interesting 
part of the collection of permanent 
memorials of the Civil war, its pro­ 
moters having had in mind the me­ 
morializing of the part played by the 
south in the great war events of fifty 
years ago. 
The building, completion of w*hich 
awaits the return 
of 
the 
artist, 
Charles Roff bailer, from the Euro­ 
pean war, stands in the western part 
of Richmond, in the center of a five- 
acre. park, a gift from the state of 
Virginia. 
Ground for 
the 
structure 
was broken January I, 1912, and the 
cornerstone was laid 
the 
fallowing 
May. 
The building is located on a 
raised terrace, a broad flight of stone 
steps flanked on either side by a bal­ 
ustrade, leading from the entrance to 
the lower levels of the terrace. 
The 
structure, 
which 
is 
faced 
throughout with 
Indiana 
limestone, 
consists of a central pavilion, with a 
wing on each side. the total length 
being 159 feet and the height from 
the terrace level to the top of the 
parapet being 44 feet. 
At the main 
entrance is a portico of 
four 
stone 
columns of Roman-Ionic design, 25 
feet in height. The two wings on the 
outside are divided into 
panels 
by 
means of pilasters of a slight projec­ 
tion and below* the cornice are large 
stones, which, it is planned, will be 
transformed into carved 
panels 
to 
serve as memorials of some of the 
great events which the building is 
designed to commemorate. 
The hall in the south wing will be 
known as the memorial room, for the 
decoration of which Thomas F. Ryan, 
of New York and Virginia, contribut­ 
ed a large sum. 
Mr. Hoffbauer has 
been engaged to decorate the walls 
of this room with paintings illustra­ 
tive of the Civil war, but has not com­ 
pleted his work. 
The north wing of 
tho institute will be used as a library. 
On one side will hang a large paint­ 
ing of Thomas Jefferson and his cab­ 
inet, as well as the portraits of all 
the war governors. 
The association 
intends to make the collection of pic­ 
tures and books in the library of great 
historic value. 
Treatment of the park surrounding 
the institute to make the grounds as 
essentially a part of the memorial as 
the building itself is planned by those 
in charge of the w ork. The design of 
the court of honor includes a central 
panel of turf with recesses for statues 
at the sides and ends, they being out-
